NOW IN THE HAND OF A 
RECEIVER. 


G.T.P. 


Ottawa, March 9.—Hon. J. D. Reid, 
minister of railways, has been ap- 
pointed receiver of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway system. The appoint- 
ment follows an official announcement 
which Sir Thomas White received on 
Thursday from the vice-president of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, a notifica- 
tion that in view of the fact that the 
increased rates applicable to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway have 
not been sufficient to meet the in- 
creased operating expenses, it would 
not be possible for the company, ow- 
ing to lack of funds, to continue its 
operations beyond Monday, March 
10th. 

In view of this notification, it be- 
came necessary that the government 
should in the public interest immedi- 
ately take steps to ensure the con- 
tinued operation of the system. 


Under existing legislation this 
could not be accomplished by an ap- 
lication to the courts for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. The War 
Measureg Act, however, was found to 
provide adequate authority for ac- 
tion by the government, and conse- 
quently an order-in-council was pass- 
ed, appointing the minister of rail- 
ways receiver of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway system, which in- 
cludes the branch lines, telegraph, 
steamship departments and _ other 
companies,

Towards the tariff the westerners 
at present are adopting a waiting 
attitude. No demands now are being 
made, but they are waiting to see 
what the government proposes. When 
these proposals are made a caucus 
will be held and action will then be 
settled. Sir Thomas White would be 
asked to attend the caucus. 

The western members while form- 
ing in a way a separate group are 
firm in their’ attitude that they have 
no intentions of upsetting nor of em- 
barrassing the government. They 
have problems of their own which 
they feel can only be discussed by 
their own gatherings. The British 
Columbia members on all questions 
do not agree with the representatives 
from the prairie provinces, but it was 
felt the solidarity of the west should 
be maintained. 

A permanent committee has been 
formed to deal with western ques- 
tions which arise and to make any 
representations to the -government. 
Thig committee consists of two mem- 
bers from each province as follows: 
Mantoba, R. C. Henders and Robert 
Cruise; Saskatchewan, Levi Thomp- 
son and James Wilson; Alberta, 
Jameg Douglas and Major Redman, 
and British Columbia, R. F. Green 
and F. B. Stacey.

The Hebrew people, imbued with a 
high regard for the over-ruling prov- 
idence of Jehovah, were not addicted 
to the vice of gambling, and so the 
Bible contains very few references 
to this evil and no specific ‘prohibi- 
tion against it. 

This doeg not imply~ that the ab- 
sence of a clearly defined prohibition 
gives us license to do as we please 
in this matter; nor are we to suppose 
that the Bible does not lay down 
principles whereby We may be guided 


in such questions of moral conduct asi 
i mere

may arise through the changing con- 
civilizations. The 
Bible will be to us most valuable 
as a guide to conduct when we clear- 
ly apprehend the great moral princi- 
ples which underly its teaching and 
are prepared to apply these great 
principles clearly and intelligently to 
the solution of our ethical problems. 
It hag been said that every vice has 
itg corresponding virtue. Courage is 
a noble virtue, but foolhardiness is a 
vice; thrift is a virtue to be com- 
mended, but a miserly spirit is a re- 
proach to any man. To be filled with 


the spirit expresses the sublimest 
experiences which intoxicate’ the 
soul, but drunkenness demoralizes 


and degrades the noblest souls. 

Gambling is a vice which imperils 
the moral life of the individual and 
the welfare of socicty, but at the 
same tme it ig the perversion of cer- 
and human instincts 
which properly directed would result 
in highest good. 

The vicious effects of gambling may 
briefly be enumerated: 

(a) It tends to destroy the proper! 
conception of the rights of property 
and makeg men careless of the re- 
sponsibility which attaches to the 
possession of wealth. 

(b) In undermines the principles, 
upon which a sound commercial sys-; 
tem must rest —honesty, industry,! 
honor and justice. 

(c) It destroys the spirit of good 
portsmanship, develops selfishness,

Dear Sir—Two letters appeared 


in your issue of Feb. 14th, bearing on]. 


the subject of the resolution passed 
at the G.W.V.A. Conventicn at Leth 
bridge, re. the Postmuster’s appoint 
ment at Red Deer. The letter signed 
by Mr. Mitchell places the position of 
hig association on this question before 
the public, and while I do not wholly 
agree with the stand they take, I 
have no quarrel withthem. While hav- 
ing no wish for a newspaper controv- 
ersy, I am not one of the men who 
take the -insults and ’ insinuations 
offered in the latter part of the letter 
signed by the Executive of the Red 
Deer branch of the G.W.V.A. lying 
down. I am not now referring to the 
personalities to myself to which the 
writers of the said letter felt fit to 
resort, but to the insults to the crews 
of the Niobe, Rainbow, and other 
ships of the Canadian Navy. The 
senior Service can not be accused of 
parading their dpings before the -pub- 
lic, but it may be wise to inform my 
friends the writers of the letter re- 
ferred to, that the British and Canad- 
fan Admiralty do not take their view 
of the value of the ships mentioned 
during the present wer. A number of 
Red Deer’s sons gerved on these 
ships, and it ig not to the credit of 
any person to hold them up to ridi- 
cule, and for the purpose of offsetting 
the remarks that appear in the letter 
referred to, I propose to give the pub- 
lic in general and our friends the Ex- 
ecutive in particular, a small insight 
into the doings of the shipg in ques- 
tion. Taking the Niobe  first,—for 
the first eighteen months of the war 
she did good service at sea in pro- 
tecting the Atlantic coast of Canada, 
during which period she captured, or 
assisted in capturing, sixty odd ships 
belonging to the enemy, or who were 
assisting the enemy by carrying am- 
munition, supplies, etc., and convoy- 
{ng our own ships from port to port. 
From that time on she has been used 
as a depot and training ship for the 
many patrol vessels, mine sweepers, 
trawlers, drifters, etc., for the Atlan- 
tic coast. In addition to this she con- 
tinually supplied part crews for 
transport service to England and 
France. The Rainbow, also manned 
by men of the Canadian Navy and 
Naval Volunteers, proceeded to sea 
within four hours of the receipt of 
the news that war had been declared. 
One of her first duties was to proceed 
to the Southern Pacific and find and 
escort the Shearwater and Algerine, 
two of our small men-of-war, to a 
safe port, out of the way of the Ger- 
man squadron at that time in those 
waters. She succeeded in her object, 
though it ig not generally known how 
close she came to a fight with the 
enemy ships. It was while in search 
for the Shearwater that the Rainbow 
put into San Francisco for coal, and 
during the coaling evolution her cap- 
tain learned that the German cruiser 
Leipsig was in the vicinity. Work 
was hurried, and the old ship left the 
port to look for the enemy, cleared 
for action, and ag events afterwards 
proved, only missed it through the 
result of heavy fogs enveloping the 
coast. There was no hiding in a 
neutral port. What the result of an 
action might have been is problemat- 

il, the fact is that she went out to 
meet her fate, not to hide from it. 
Following this the old ship travelled 
some one hundred and twenty thous- 
and miles at sea in patrolling the 
Pacific coast from North to South, be- 
fore being turned into a depot and 
training establishment for the Pacific 
The ships are, of course, in- 
sensible to gibeg and sneers, but the 
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men who served on them are surely} 


entitled to credit, not ridicule. I 
may also state here that a consider- 
able number of men were transferred 
from the above ships to the Imperial 
Service in one form or another, but 
not all that tried, by any means, and 
while I realize the small amount of 
knowledge possessed by our Execu- 
tive friends on this matter, I am not 
in a position for certain reasons to en- 
lighten them at the present time. The 
work of the Shearwater, Submarines, 
Malaspina, and the ill fated Galiana, 
could be enlarged upon, but I do not 
think it necessary. All of these crews 
were trained here, and were part and 
parcel of the Canadian Navy 
which our friendg think so little. 

Regarding the personalities about 
myself, they do not worry me in the 
least, but they may amuse, for a time 
those who wrote them. I notice the 


writers try to impress us with the, 
fact that they were actually in the: 


trenches. All honor to them, say _ I. 


At thesame timemay I say that while’ 


I did not reach either the trenches or 
the North Sea, I am not ashamed of 
my record, having joined the Imperial 
Navy for twelve years as far back as 
1885, and that within three months 
of the outbreak of the present war, 
not forgetting the fact that I was on 
the wrong side of 46 years of age, I 
had volunteered my services for the 
North Sea, or anywhere I wag need- 
ed, and on being appointed to the 
Shearwater I again went on record to 
be sent to the war zone. Now, Mr. 
Editor, I am not posing for the public, 
neither am I looking for a reference 
from the G.W.V.A., though I have a 
great respect for that body, as I have 
for other associations composed of 
men who have served their King and 
Empire in either service during this 
or any other war. My record is the 
only reference I require. Thanking

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DAYLIGHT SAVINC. 


Now that the United States has 
adopted daylight saving, it is practic- 
ally certain that Canada will follow 
suit, and a bill will likely be brought 
down at the next session of parlia- 
ment to carry out the idea.

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THE TARIFF. 


It can hardly be expected that the 
Union Government will stand for so 
high a tariff as hag existed for prac- 
tically the last forty years, although 
Hon. R. L. Borden has reduced the 
tariff to a great extent than the Lib- 
eral government ever did. The great 
west, growing in power and influence, 
is strongly in favor of a reduction. 
The people look to the government to 
give heed to their demands, to a 
moderate extent at least, and unless 
this occurs they will lose a certain 
amount of influence in the west. While 
it is true that both Sir John A. Mac- 
donald and Sir Wilfrid Laurier came 
into power on a high tariff issue (be- 
cause Sir Wilfrid Laurier obtained 
power in 1896 by securing the sup- 
port of the manufacturers by promts- 
ing thein that he would not change 
the tariff while he promised them 
free trade on some of their raw  pro- 
ducts), still the time has come when 
Canada can afford to be moderate 
and meet the United States in a 
friendly way for the purpose of se- 
curing a lower tariff, and we belicve 
the mass of the people of Canada will 
be behind them. Until some other 
means is devised to raise a revenue 
to run the country, we must have a 
tariff, but at Jeast the government 
will be wise to make such modifica- 
tiong in it as will show the people of 
the west that they intend to give all 
parts of Canada a fair deal. 
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The Ponoka Herald is authority for 
the statement that a farmer sold land 
at Rimby, 35 miles from that town, 
‘at $65 per acre, and with the proceeds 
bought land abutting the Edmonton 
city limits for a smaller figure. This 
is as interesting a bit of real estate 
news as hag come through for some 
time. It serves as a very effective 
sequel to that story which way told 
so often some years ago about the 
man who wanted to trade his farm 
for some city lots. The agent rushed 
him out by motor to the lots and then 
asked to be shown the farm. “Oh,”

INCIAL MARKETS 


Examiner, Calgary, March 7. 
CATTLE. 


With light receipts at all the west- 
ern yards for the past we2k owing to 
the severe weather there has been 
little fluctuation in prices. ‘Thera have 
not been any-really choice animals 
reported in the Calgary yards and 
the top sales were at $15 on a few 
head. The steer market is perh:.ps 


25c lower than last week. Cuws, on 
the other hand, have gained fally that 
much and the choite cowg will bring 
up to $12.00. Other cattle nre prac- 
tically the same. There are a few 
choice veal calves which will bring 
$11.00, but most of the choice heavier 
ones sell at $10.00. While the stock- 
er and feeder market ig said to be 
slow, the medium weight feeders are 
selling at $10.50, which ig about the 
same as last week. The regulations 
which restrict the export of the feeder 
should naturally have a tendency to 
put many of these animals in compet- 
ition with the common and medium 
steers which have been going ag beef 
and logically the market should drop 
on them. 

Edmonton yards has_ also been 
having a light run of cattle, but pric- 
es are holding steady, with the top 
price on steerg $14.00 and cows up to 
$10.00. There ig still a big demand 
for stocker cattle and American buy- 
ers are willing to buy up to. two 
thousand head of light steers. 


HOGS. 


Confirmation of the announcement 
made in last week's Examiner that 
the hog trade with the Old Country 
was going to open up again, the priceg 
have been stiffening. The Calgary 
market opened up its first business 
of any volume for the week yesterday 
with the price at $17.90; with a 3c 
cut on lights and smooth sows. This 
morning the sales were at $18.00,

SPECIAL COUNCIL 
MEETING 


At a special meeting - of the City 
Council on Thursday evening last, the 
following resolution wag passed unan- 
imously: 

“Whereas a bill has been intro- 
duced in the Legislature called ‘A 
Bill to ameliorate the financial con- 
dition of the Municipalities’ which 
bill apparently includes under its 
provisions the City of Red Deer. 

And whereas the present financial 
condition of the City of Red Deer is 
such that it doeg not require relief of 
the kind covered by the bill, as, since 
1914, the debenture debt has been re- 
duced over $40,000.00 and to date, 
March 6th, all debentureg and treas- 
ury bills of the City and of the School 
District due and presented have been 
paid, all demandg of the public and 
high schools and hospital have been 
paid and practically all accounts have 
been paid and the City has a revenue 
surplus of over $44,000.00 which it 
holds against loss on arrears’ of 
taxes and the City is not short on 
any sinking fund payments and the 
only legislation the City of Red Deer 
requires ig such ag will facilitate the 
collectionof arrears andthe extension 
of the term of payment of treasury 
bills not yet due, which legislation is 
being provided in the Red Deer Bill 
1919. 

And Whereag the area of the City 
of Red Deer is only about 1000 acres 
(one and a half sections) and there 
are no large subdivisions in the City 
limits, nor afe there inconsistencies 
in the assessment as, since 1913, no

“EXAGGERATED 


London, March 10.—General Col- 
quhon, in the course of a statement 
on the rioting of Canadian soldierg at 
Kimmel, said that no attack was 
made on the officers, who were treat- 
ed with courtegy. 

“I, myself, went in and out among 
the men freely,” he added, “and some 
of them actually put down loot in 
order to salute me—then they picked 
up the loot again. 

“The reports of the damage to the 
camp are greatly exaggerated. Some 
50 or GO men got out of hand and at- 
tacked some canteens. The men in 
one camp, antcipating danger, armed 
themselves, and; contrary to express 
orders, fired. That was on Wednes- 
day, when the fatalities occurred. 

“The girls were not attacked. Ag a 
matter of fact, the girls were treated 
with the utmost chivalry. No man 
entered the girls’ room while they 
were occupied. 

“One man raised the red flag, in an 


attempt to introduce the Bolshevism. 
He wag shot.”

The third period expires on 
31st Aug., when 714 per cent. will be 
allowed, and on all taxes paid before 
Nov. Ist, 5 per cent. discount will be 
allowed.

HOW RICKETTS 
WON THE ¥.6 


DEEDS THAT WON THE EMPIRE 


The story of the deed, as told by 
Sergeant Ricketts himself, was after 
this manner:— : 

At Ledgehem, Belgium, on the 14th 
‘of last October, the Newfoundland 
Battalion moved forward toward a 
‘certain objective, which was closely 
guarded by a German field battery. 
Between the Battalion and this ob- 


‘jective was a fairly high range cov- 


ered with barbed wire entanglements, 
over which the advancing soldiers 
went. Descending the other side, to 
level ground, they continued on over 
a field of mangles, a beet grown in 
Belgium for cattle feed, about 350 


yards, when a shallow ditch was en- 
countered. This ditch had been made 


by thg farmer who owned the land on 
which the battle was raging, and had 
been done to drain off the water that 
collected. In this trench the soldiers 
took temporary refuge. Suddenly the 
German battery, which was concealed 
between two farm houses about 350 
yards ahead, opened fire point blank 
at the ditch, and the men fell in big 
numbers, some being killed and many 
wounded. The condition became 
worse and worse, for with shells and 


deadly machine gun bullets sweeping 
from such a short distance, the posi- 
tion was the most desperate one im- 
aginable. To have advanced would 
have exposed the battalion to a de- 
structive fire, while to retreat would 
have been even worse and more dis- 
astrous. At this critical moment, 
Sergeant, then Private, Ricketts, who 
‘was on the extreme right of the ditch, 
volunteered to go with his platoon 
Lance Corporal, Brazil, and advanc- 
ing in a circle toward the battery, at- 
tempted to put it out of action. To at- 
tempt such an attack wag bravery 
that can only be imagined and real- 
ized by soldiers who have been 
through the inferno of battle, and be- 
hind the volunteer's action lay a-con- 
suming and propelling force. 


HIS MOTIVE 


Among the gallant Newfoundland- 
ers that fell at Cambrai was Private 
George Ricketts—brother of the Vic- 
toria Cross man. The death of this 
loved brother and only male relative 
had made a deep and lasting impres- 
sion on Ricketts, and thenceforward 
one desire imbued him with the hero- 
ism and courage that now had burst 
into decisive action. “The way it was 
with me,” he explained with that 
naive manner that suggested that he 
considered it ample explanation for 
anything he had done, “was that I 
was determined that I woulg this 
time get them or they would get me.” 
Filled with this unshakable_ deter- 
mination, he set out with his com- 
panion-in-arms, to outflank the Ger- 
man battery to the right which was 
continuously and without cessation, 
pouring in its hellish and annihilating 
fire upon the ditch. The ground over 
which they had to go was a ploughed 
field, and the advance was made in 
quick, short runs of ten yards each. 
The two would dash forward, then 
suddenly drop, get the Lewis machine 
gun they carried, into action, then 
forward again, and another round of 
firing, and so on toward the battery 
they had set out to capture. When 
within fifty yards or so of the unsus- 
pecting enemy, their ammunition ran 
short, and their condition became ap- 
palling enough to daunt the stoutest 
hearts. But the White Bay boy was 
not of the stuff that danger—bg it 
ever s0 great—could halt, and ignor- 
ing the terrible peril of such action, 
he told Lance Corporal Brazil to re- 
main there whilg he doubled back for 
more ammunition with which to car- 
Ty on. Back over the same ground 
for some 20C yards he went, and on 
the ground picked up two carriers of 
Lewis gun cartridges. Thg Sermans 
now thougnt they had a gnol chauce 
to bring up reiniorcements nnd retire 
with the battery, and seeing this, 
Ricketts redoubled his efforts, and 
with as little delay as at all possible, 
turned again to the attack. Succeed- 
ing in passing the broken ground 
without being seen or injured, he at 
length regained the spot, only to find 
the Lewis gun there, but the other 
man gone. This new _ predicament 
would have meant the end of any 
further effort on the part of almost 
anyone else, but not so of Ricketts. 
Placing the gun in position, he open- 
ed fire on the battery, which was now 
slightly to the left and front of him, 
and keeping up a deathly hail of lead, 
stuck to hig post until he had the sat- 
isfaction of seeing the gun crews re- 
tire from the guns, into one of the 
nearby houses, to wait until his fire 
ceased. This was the Newfound- 
lander’s chance. Catching up the gun 
under his arm, he dashed forward to 
the house in which the Germans had 
taken refuge, and appearing sudden- 
ly in the doorway, presented the gun 
at the men inside, at the same time 
demanding an instant and unqualified 
surrender. Struck with astonishment 
and terror, the Germans threw up 
their hands, crying “Kamerad! Kam- 
erad! Mercy! Mercy!" and were taken 
without further delay. In the mean- 
time, the battalion in the trench 350 
yards back, seeing the gun fire cease, 
had advanced again, and appeared at 
the house just after the capture had 
been made. As a result of Ricketts’ 
desperate coup, 4 field guns and 4 
Machine guns were secured by the 
battalion, 8 men, one officer and 
7 privates captured, and the objec- 
tive of the battalion, an important 
section of railway line, reached with- 
out further casualty or delay. 

This happened in October, but it 
Was nog until about the 14th of Dec- 
ember that Ricketts became aware 
that his action had won him the V.C. 
The battalion wag drawn up on the 


cer of the Nfld. Regiment,’ and of 
whon Ssrgt. Ricketts s*jeaks in terms 
glowing with admirat’.on and esteem, 
was in command, Capt. Raley acting 
adjutant, standing near him. The 
gallant Major, cr'jling forth the young 
soldier, read “he official declaration 
(the same as already received and 
published): and warmly congratulated 
him on Wig high honor of which he 
was thr, recipient, while the assem- 
bled soldiers cheered with the lusti- 
ness of sincere admiration. 


WITH THE KING 


On Jan. 14, Ricketts left the Regi- 
ment, which wag then’ stationed in 
Germany, and proceeded on to Lon- 
don, to receive at the hands of the 
King the medal he had won. This 
historic event took place at Sandring- 
ham Castle in the afternoon at two 
o’clock, and the scene of the actual 
presentation was a small sittingroom. 
The King, who was dressed in ordin- 
ary civilian garb, was standing, and 
near him were an Australian Bishop, 
Princess Mary, and a_ Norwegian 
Prince. A Mr. Jones, one of the 
King’s equerries, conducted Pte. Rick- 
etts into the presence of Hs Majesty 
who stepped forward, shook hands 
with him, and first reading an official 
description of the action for which he 
was then to be honored, he pinned the 
Victoria Cross on Ricketts’ breast. He. 
then chatted a while with the young 
hero, and asked him his age. Upon 
Ricketts replying, the King turned 
to the Bishop who wag standing 
near, and remarked that he was the 
youngest V.C. man in the British ‘ar- 
my. He also asked him if he could 
remember when he (the King) was 
out to Newfoundland, but was of 
course answered no, ag Ricketts is 
but a young lad, not yet quite 18— 
having been born in 1901. He also 
remarked that, out of 7,000,000 British 
soldiers, only 500 Victoria Crosses 
had been won during the late war, a 
\fact that makes the winning an even 
lentes honor, if that were possible. 
Altogether, the interview with the 
King lasted ten minutes,during which! 
time he chatted pleasantly and with-| 
out reserve, never showing in his 
manner or speech that he considered 
his ection in any way condescending. 
Passing out into the lower garden 
adjoining the Castle, Sergt. Ricketts 
encountered young Prince George, 
about 16 years of age, who also spoke 
for a few minutes with him, enquiring 
into the action that won the Cross. 
Further on Queen Alexandra was met. 

The Queen Mother. chatted with 
him for a minute or two, and asking 
if he would like a bouquet, picked a 
rose and pinned it on his bosom. The 
Princess Mary and the Norwegian 
Prince also spoke to. Ricketts, 
both ‘being pleasant and courteous 
enough. Later in the same afternoon, 
Sergeant Ricketts met Sir Dighton 
Probyn, the oldest Victoria Cross | 
soldier of the army. This veteran is 
83 yearg old, and won the premier 
decoration in India when he was 23 
yars old, being beaten in this respect! 
Vy Ricketts, who won the Cross when 
he was 17 years and four’months old. 
Sir Dighton asked how Ricketts had' 
won the Cross, in turn recounting 
how he had received his own.

Paris, March 6.—On the casualty 
lists of the French army the word

names of 314,900. Investigations 
which have been conducted have re- 
sulted in establishing the fact that, 
of this number, all hope of approxi- 
mately 120,000 must be abandoned.

Taft had expounded the main feat- 
ures of the proposed covenant of the 
League of Nations, Mr. Wilson told 
i vast audience which filled the 
Metropolitan opera house his opinion 
of opponents of the league plan in 
America. , 

“No party has the right to oppose 
this issue, and no party will in the 
long run dare oppose it,” he as- 
serted. a 

Asserting that the League of Na- 
tions is meant ag a notice to outlaw 
nations “that the people of the world 
will no longer tolerate international 
conflicts.” 

The president said: “That Europe 
is a bit sick at heart at this moment 
because it seems that statesmen 
have no vision, and the only vision 
is the vision of the people. 


HE IS AMAZED 


“And I am amazed, not alarmed, 
but amazed that there should be in 
some quarters such a comprehensive 
ignorance of the state of the world,” 
continued Mr. Wilson. 

“Those gentlemen do not know 
what the mind of man is just now. 
Everybody else does. I do not know 
where they have been closeted. I do 
not know by what iniluences they 
have been blinded, but I do know that 
they have been separated from the 
general currents of thoughts of man- 
kind.

One function of a good basement 
is to keep the floors of the first storey 
warm. In a cold climate the first 
storey floors should always be insu- 
lated, else getting out of bed in the 
morning is a painful proceeding. But 
even with the best of insulation the 
floors of the first storey will waste 
heat unless there is a good dry base- 
ment. 

If. the walls of a house are snug it 
becomes possible to ventilate the 
rooms through the windows with 
comfort. The reason is that air can 
be taken in at points at which it is 
possible to warm it. The best of 
these ventilation mechods is known 
as direct-indirect heating. In this 
method cold air entering the room is 
passing through heating coils or 
chambers beforg it is discharged into 
the room.
